the Restitution Committee at Wiesbaden, with the 
result that delay in dealing with the applications i is 
caused. It is desired, therefore, to impress on 
Br itish traders that they should send, either direct 

through the Board of Trade, full particulars of 
voods purchased from firms in the Occupied Terri- 
tory before Ist February, to the British High Com- 
missioner, Inter-Allied Rhineland High Commis- 
sion, Coblenz, and not to Wiesbaden.

These arrangements have been made owing to 
many complaints received from agents in the Kast 
and consignees regarding the late arrival of mani- 
fests, invoices, ete., and if shippers will take full 
advantage of the additional facilities provided, 
further complaints of this nature will be obviated. 





METHODS OF BUSINESS WITH FRANCE. 


H.M. Consul at Brest writes that local firms com- 
plain that British houses, in making quotations, do 
so only on f.o.b. terms, whereas their competitors 
quote in frances c.i.f. While it is realised that 
fluctuations in the rate of exchange are not helpful, 
it is felt that British firms should be prepared to 
take the same risks as their rivals in this respect. 

That catalogues and correspondence from United 
Kingdom business houses are invariably in the 
English language is another cause for dissatisfac- 
tion, adds H.M. Consul, and the issue of catalogues 
and the conduct of correspondence in French would 
be greatly appreciated, as also would be the quota- 
tion of prices in francs. He concludes by stating 
that the advertisement of British goods in his Con- 
sular District is sadly lacking, both in amount and 


attractiveness. 





AUSTRALIAN CUSTOMS AND POSTAL 
REVENUE. 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Australia 
has forwarded a statement of the Customs and 
Postal revenue for the seven months ending 3lst 
January, 1923. According to this statement the 
amount received by the Customs during that period 
was £19,327,099, compared with £15,335,965 in the 
similar period of 1921-22. 

The postal revenue during the period under 
review amounted to £5,630,964, compared with 
£5,385,717 in the seven months July, 1921, to 
January, 1922.

Very little business was done, the 
prevailing prices being considered too high both for 
the home and the foreign trade. The Association 
urge manufacturers in every branch of the trade to 
calculate their prices as closely as possible, the 
existing high level making business all but impos- 
sible. The outlook for the industry generally would 
appear to be far from good.

PROSPECTS MORE HOPEFUL. 


_ Switzerland, an island, as it were, of high cur- 
rency values, standing in an ocean of Kuropean 
depreciation, has its own economic difficulties. As 
in this country, there is unemployment and a high 
cost of living, but the position is essentially sound, 
and the trade prospects of the current year more 
hopeful than those of 1922, which were more satis- 
factory than those of 1921. 

There is, writes Mr. Rawlins, Commercial Secre- 
tary to the British Legation, Berne, reason to be- 
lieve that the worst is over, although the unsatis- 
factory economic situation in Kurope, and, indeed, 
throughout the whole world, does not afford the 
Swiss much promise—so far as their industries are 
concerned—of a quick return to a normal state of 
affairs. The cry of pessimism has continually been, 
and is still, heard. Nevertheless, there is a differ- 
ence—to take a simple simile—between a storm in 
the Atlantic and a storm on a large inland lake. 
Both are dangerous and give cause for anxiety to 
both captain and passengers. In the one case, the 
waves are bigger and the storm is more lasting, but 
to those accustomed to voyage only on a lake, the 
danger may appear as great, but it is, in fact, pro- 
bably not so and, in any case, a calm will set in 
more quickly. Depreciated currencies in so Many 
countries are, of course, at the root of Switzerland’s 
trouble, with the attendant local evils. All this 
is, however, a problem that, in Anglo-Swiss trade, 
affects Switzerland more than ourselves ‘and can- 
not be counted an impediment in so far as British 
exports to Switzerland are concerned. 





Two factors, however, have unfortunately some- 
what upset the equilibrium of the country during 
the period under review, the first being the referen- 
dum on the Uimstwrzgesetz (Reform of Penal Code) 
in May, 1922, when much was made by the Socialist 
element of their so-called victory, and the second, 
the referendum on the capital levy. The latter 
caused no small stir and was the main topic dis- 
cussed in the press from the month of September 
onwards. Had the proposal been accepted by the 
people, the consequences might have been very 
serious indeed. As it was, there was a good deal of 
financial and commercial disturbance, such as ex- 
port of capital abroad, runs on local savings banks, 
a greater or tess fall in all Government bonds, 
banking, and industrial shares and other signs of 
the approach of a panic, or upheaval, in the 
domestic economy of the country. As, however, the 
measure did not pass, being, on the contrary, 
heavily defeated—(735,894 as against 109,686)—it 
is unnecessary to say more than that the whole 
matter acted as a shock to the country’s ‘system. 
Stimuli of such force cannot, however, fail to leave 
their traces even after the immediate reaction, and 
the capital levy proposals, given such prominence 
durmg the autumn of 1922, must have left their 
wiatk to an extent which can never be accurately 


gauged. 
Details relating to the extent of unemployment 
and to the position of Swiss industries in 1922 will 
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be found in Mr. Kawlins’s Report, but it can be 
said that unemployment decreased in the period 
under revision, whilst conditions in the industrial 
world also showed improvement, industries most 
adversely afiected by the general unsatisfactory 
situation being in the watch-making, textile, em- 
broidery and machinery trades. 

An interesting event was the re-appearance—for 
the first time since the war—of the gold circulation 
(July, 1922), but it is doubtful, as gold purchases 
are made by the National Bank of Switzerland from 
New York, whether this can continue if the dollar 
remains above par. The elections held in the month 
of October, 1922, had a steadying effect on the 
country, as they have proved that the march of 
socialism has been arrested and the credit of ultra- 
socialism has dropped many points.

Thus it will be seen that, whilst Germany is the 
best seller to Switzerland, the British Empire is 
Switzerland’s best buyer, and we take from her 
very much more than she takes from us.

THe Watcu INpvustTrY. 


The watch industry has been one of the worst 
sufferers owing to the fact that it depends almost 
entirely on exports. The Swiss Government has, it 
is true, come to its assistance with a subsidy of five 
million francs, which at the end of 1922 was being 
increased, but the industry has been hard hit and 
will take years to recover. The subsidy has un- 
doubtedly relieved the prevailing distress due to un- 
employment, but it has only acted as a palliative, 
and not as a remedy for the ‘evil of low rates of 
exchange and the impossibility of exporting. 
During the first quatter of 1922 exports of Swiss 
watches, clocks, and parts thereof only amounted 
to 30°92 million franes, as against 4480 million 
francs’ worth of goods exported m the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1921. Whilst in 1919 Switzerland 
exported 17°75 million watches, finished watch 
movements and jparts, in 1921 only 84 mullion 
watches, finishetl watch movements and parts were 
exported to other countries, and for the first nine 
months of 1922 only 6,903,202. The following 
table shows the exports of watches, elocks, and parts 
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thereof from 1919 to 1921 and the first nine months 
of 1922 : —

The above figures show only too clearly the 
severity of the industrial crisis through which the 
Swiss watch industry is passing. Manufacturers 
are overstocked and do not know how to dispose of 
their goods. 

CHOCOLATE. 


The chocolate industry contmues to be in a very 
diffeult position. Owing to the low rate of ex- 
change in the majority of the neighbouring coun- 
tries, exports have become extremely risky and difh- 
cult. Many markets in which exporters had a big 
turnover have practically ceased to exist and exports 
have, therefore, fallen considerably. It is stall, 
however, an important industry, employing 7,500 
hands in 22 factories and in which 120 million 
francs are invested. In 1921 the amount of cocoa 
and chocolate exports figured at 11,887 tons, valued 
at 57,608,000 franes. In 1921 the home market con- 
sumed chocolate to the value of 45 million francs, 
compared with 184 million franes in 1910. The 
high cost of production is a great hindrance to this 
trade. The price of sugar, still a Government 
monopoly, is high, and higher than in competing 
countries; milk, too, which is also largely used 
in the manufacture of chocolate, is still very dear 
and not likely to fall. There is an increasing 
tendency on the part of manufacturers to start 
branch factories im neighbouring countries where 
the cost of manufacture is lower. In some cases 
manufacturers have transferred part of their 
machinery over the frontier, and have started 
manufacture under more favourable conditions. In 
some cases also the Swiss chocolate firms have made 
arrangements with overseas or European chocolate 
concerns to open a branch factory in another 
country, co-operating with the overseas firm, in 
order to be able to compete successfully in that 
market. During the first nine months of 192% 
Switzerland imported cocoa beans amounting to 
only 2,237 tons, valued at 2,790,000 franes, as 
against 5,973 tons, valued at 7,798,000 francs, 
during the same period of 1921. Switzerland also 
imported cocoa butter during the first nine months 
of 1922 amounting to 739 tons, valued at 2,180,000 
frances, as against 1,392 tons, valued at 4,666,000 
franes, during the same period of 1921. As regards 
chocolate, Switzerland exported 4,191 tons, valued 
at 18,453,000 francs, during the first nine months 
of 1922, as against 8,842 tons, valued at 44,156,000 
franes, during the same period of 1921. 


Swiss Macurnp INDUSTRY. 


Switzerland, with her high rate of exchange, has 
felt the crisis more keenly than her neighbours. 
Unemployment statistics clearly show the true state 
of affairs. The foreign markets to which Switzer- 
land used to export have, in part, been closed by 
protective tariffs. The home market has fallen off 
and foreign countries have been able to increase 
their exports to Switzerland, and mainly owing. to 
their low rate of exchange. The industry is said 
to have never in its history known such a slack time, 
the number of workmen employed in the, industry 
having dropped by 18 per cent., and only very few 
firms having been able to work, without. reducing 
their working hours and the number of their men. 
Many suggestions have been put forward, and many 
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attempts have been made for the relief of unem- 
ployment. Assistance im the shape of export pre- 
miums, which would act as a sort of conrpensation 
for the difference in the cost of production in Swit- 
zerland and im foreign countries, would not appear 
to be practicable owing to the long period during 
which machinery contracts have to run until they 
are completed. It is also feared that such a system 
of export premiums, if imtroduced, would probably 
produce retaliatory measures in other countries. 
The best course for Switzerland to take would appear 
to be a policy of granting Government loans to coun- 
tries with a low rate of exchange, as has already 
been done in the case of Roumantia. It is naturally 
hoped that the loan to Roumania, no doubt made 
conditional to orders being placed in Switzerland, 
will prove a success, and will induce the Swiss 
Government to fellow this course in the case of 
other countries with a low rate of exchange and thus 
assist the Swiss industries in securing orders which 
would otherwise be placed elsewhere. 

The general view taken in industrial circles is 
that a reduction in the cost of production is the 
only possible way of eliminating the present distress 
and trade depression. The reduction in wages only 
has been exceedingly slow, and reductions in prices 
have not been possible to the extent desirable. 
Public opinion has it that the present working 
hours, as laid down by the Factory Act, should be 
changed so as to enable the industries to work more 
hours per week than the 48 fixed by law. The 
Government appears to begin to realise that the 
working hours must be adapted to the present day 
conditions, and that hard and fast regulations, re- 
stricting hours of work to 48 per week, are out of 
date and are not justifiable. Prospects as regards 
the future are poor, as no one can tell how long the 
present erisis will last, nor are there any visible 
signs of improvement. 

Dyes AND CHEMICALS. 

The crisis which set in in 1920 in the aniline in- 
dustry has not yet abated. The demand for colours 
fell off and turnovers decreased in an alarming 
manner. Under the circumstances it was found im- 
possible to cancel the arrangement made to restrict 
work to four days per week. Stocks had accumulated 
to such an extent that a further increase did not 
seem advisable. The current expenses in salaries 
have remained stationary whilst the works were re- 
ducing their output so that the cost of production 
rose. The future with regard to the trade with the 
United Kingdom seems uncertain. Whilst the 
United States and Italy have issued import licences 
from time to time, Germany has closed her doors 
entirely to the importation of dyes. France and 
Spain have raised their tariffs to such an extent 
that many articles are excluded from the market. 
Business with Scandinavia is poor. There isa fairly 
brisk trade with Czecho-Slovakia and Poland. 
Business in the home market is practically at a 
standstill owing to the difficulty experienced in ex- 
porting. 

Under the cireumstances, the greater part of the 
year 1922 was extremely depressing from a business 
point of view. A slight improvement has, of late, 
been pereeptible, particularly in the trade with the 
United Kingdom and France. Nevertheless, great 
hopes cannot be entertained’ as regards the future. 
Business has entirely changed since pre-war days. 
The attempts which have been made to establish dye 
works in various countries have sueceeded in the 
case of the United Kingdom, America and France, 
and in these countries a severe home competition 
has to be met with, which in pre-war days hardly 


existed.

The value attained by sterling in terms of the 
American dollar during the second half of Febr uary 
was not maintained in March, the position at the 
close of the month, when the cable rate was 4°677 
dollars to the pound, being little better than at the 
opening of February. After falling from 4705 
dollars to the pound on Ist March to 4698 on the 
7th, the value of the pound rose te 4711 dollars on 
the 10th, but only on three subsequent days was 
sterling quoted at 47 dollars. The average of the 
daily rates in March was, however, slightly more 
favourable to sterling than the corresponding aver- 
age for February. 

“The value of the German currency showed a 
marked steadiness during the greater part of March, 
the closing quotations from the 8th to the 27th fluc- 
tuating only between 97,000 and 97,750 marks to 
the pound. On 29th March marks fell to 102,000 to 
the pound, but recovered on the 31st to 99,500. 

During the second half of March the French, 
Belgian, and Italian currencies recovered somewhat

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from the low levels of the first half of the month, 
On 21st March French francs were at 69.10 to the 
pound, the lowest point since the middle of 
January, after having been mostly above 77 to the 
pound from 14th February to 14th March. They 
closed at 70.15 to the pound on 3lst March. Belgian 
francs recovered from 88 and 90 to the pound duri ing 
the first half of March to 77.65 on the 21st, and 
closed at 81.50 on the 31st of the month. Up to the 
middle of March the Italian rates were above 7 
lire to the pound, and on some days nearly 99, but 
a subsequent gradual recovery reduced the quot: \- 
tion to about 93 to the pound towards the end of 
March. 

The movement in favour of sterling in Switzer- 
land and Madrid during January and February 
was continued in March, and the pound has appre- 
ciated in value in those two centres by 3°6 per cent. 
and 33 per cent. respectively in the three months, 
On the 12th of the month the Swiss quotation for 
sterling was above parity, and the pound was at a 
premium until the end of the month except on the 
13th, 15th, and 16th. In Buenos Aires the move- 
ment resulted in a further appreciation of sterling. 
In Holland and the three Scandinavian countries 
the movements favoured the local currencies.

BRAZILIAN CONSULAR FEES. 


The Brazilian ‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ of 4th January 
contains a Decree (No. 15905), dated 27th Decem- 
ber, 1922, which approves a new Schedule of Con- 
sular Fees to take the place of those which have 
been in operation since Ist April, 1916. 

The new schedule of fees, which was to come into 
force as from Ist April, difters little from that pre- 
viously in force. The fee for the visa of each bill 
of lading of cargo is, however, increased from 24 to 
3 milreis, and the charge for legalisation of invoices 
is now 4 milreis for the first £200 declared value 
(exclusive of freight and expenses), plus 1 milreis 
for each further £100 or fraction thereof. (The 
former charge was 3 milreis irrespective of value. )

UNITED STATES WHOLESALE PRICES. 


The index number of wholesale prices in the 
United States, compiled by the Federal Reserve 
Board for the purpose of international comparisons, 
rose one point during February to 166, which com- 
pares with 146 in February, 1922. Commodities 
entering into trade showed the greatest fluctuations 
during the month, both goods imported and goods 
exported rising 7 points. Domestic goods showed 
no change. The groups, however, indicated that 
producers’ goods rose in price and consumers’ goods 
were still falling. 

The index number is compiled from 100 whole- 
sale price quotations for representative commodities 
taken in leading United States markets, weighted 
according to the importance of the commodity. 
Part of the quotations used are furnished by the 
Bureau of Labour Statistics, the rest are compiled 
from trade journals and private firms of recognised 
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Exhibitions and Fairs. 


BRITISH EXHIBITION IN NEW ZEALAND. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Wellington, New 
Zealand, has informed the Department of Overseas 
Trade by cable that a British Trade Exhibition will 
be held concurrently with the annual Dominion 
Dairy Show at Hawera, the commercial centre of 
the prosperous district of Taranaki in the North 
Island. 

At a similar Exhibition of British goods about 30 
New Zealand firms exhibited on behalf of twice that 
number of United Kingdom manufacturers, and 
obtained extremely satisfactory results despite the 
diffeulties of the war period. The New Zealand 
press gave the British Exhibition its whole-hearted 
support, thus contributing largely to the benefits 
enjoyed by the exhibitors and their United King- 
dom principals. 

The forthcoming Exhibition would appear, there- 
fore, an admirable opportunity for British firms 
interested in the New Zealand market to make their 
goods more widely known. The annual Exhibition 
is always well attended, and Hawera is a town of 
rapidly increasing importance.

As a large number of consulting engineers, water 
works officials, and suppliers of materials attend 
this annual meeting, H.M. Trade Commissioner 
considers that United Kingdom manufacturers of 
suitable equipment would do well to discuss the 
question of future participation with their Canadian 
representatives.

OVERSEAS TRADE, JULY-DECEMBER, 
1922. 
(Lrom H.M. Senior Trade. Commissioner.) 
MELBOURNE. 


The oversea. trade. returns of the Commonwealth for the 
first. half of the current financial year disclose a further 
expansion in the value of imports when compared with that 
for the corresponding period of 1921-22.. While the figures 
for December show that imports were on a lesser scale than 
for November by more than £2,000,000 they were 
£1,662,000 more than for December, 1921. For the six 
months there is a gain in this respect of £21,263,251, 
imperts for that term amounting to £65,649,296, against 
£44 386,045 for the preceding July-December period. 
Kixperts for the month were, roundly, £1,125,000 more than 
for December a year earlier, and approximately £735,000 
in. excess of those for November last. The half-year’s total 
is almost identical, with that of 1921-22, the amount of 
£58,030,244 showing a difference of. only £62,383 in favour 
of the present year’ Thus, for 1922-23 the trade balance 
is adverse to the extent of £7,619,072, whereas for 1921-22 
exports exceeded value of imports by £13,581,796. 


Tur CHANGE IN TRADING CONDITIONS. 


Since then trading conditions have undergone a consider- 
able change. The position rendered it. necessary to estab- 
lish a tight rein on finances, and the instability of the 
markets abroad made caution in respect to purchases im- 
perative. During the current term accumulation of funds 
im London has provided greater facilities to importers, and 
more stable conditions at sources of manufacture have also 
encouraged trading. The gain in imports, while general, 
is principally accounted for by the larger volume of apparel, 
textiles, machinery and iron and steel brought irto the 
country. Items under the first-named group have expanded 
in value from £13,583,294 to £25,240,419, cotton and linen 
goods alone having risen from £4,191,537 to £7,591,720. 
Machinery, metals, and iron and steel are valued at 
£15,715,315 against £12,374,434; a conspicuous increase he- 
ing in motor car chassis from £1,113,484 to £2,570,324. 


Exports oF WHEAT AND WOOL. 


On the export side two items stand out conspicuously ; 
the decline in shipments of wheat and the large increase 
in the value of wool. Wheat has fallen. from £11,777 ,226 to 
£1,446,028, the decrease being explained by the trade get- 
ting back to pre-war shipment conditions as well as to the 
small crop in New South Wales this season. The increase 
in wool reflects the satisfactory state of the markets abroad 
during the period under review. It is significant that ex- 
ports of that commodity alone represent more than half the 
total of the whole of the Commonwealth’s overseas trade so 
far this year.

RECENT BUSINESS AND. INDUSTRIAL 
CON DITIONS. 


(From H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 
f Toronto. 


Im wholesale and retail circles the movement of goods 
has been on a moderate scale. The severity of the winter has 
retarded retail buying, and wholesale buying, for the most 
part, is-of small lots. Merchants state that the upward 
tendency of prices of textiles is not stimulating buying. 
Retailers and the public generally appear to believe that the 
advance will be of but temporary duration and hence, in- 
stead of buying freely, are taking only sufficient to fill day- 
to-day requirements. Collections are only fair. 

In manufacturing circles operations have been conducted 
on a fairly extensive scale and there is a continued tendency 
towards better business in most lines.

INDEX NUMBER OF WHOLESALE PRICES. 


The index number of wholesale prices, constructed by Pro- 
fessor H. Michell, of McMaster University, Toronto, ad- 
vanced 2-5 per cent. during February, from 171-9 to 176-3. 
This compares with 163°7 for February, 1922, 264-0 for 
February, 1920, and 117-4 for February, 1914. The antici- 
pated advance in general commodity prices continues, and 
there is every reason to suppose that it will not be checked 
for some time. 


INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENTS. 


In view of the expanding use of liquid chlorine instead of 
chloride of lime for bleaching wood pulp and textiles, and 
for disinfecting and other purposes, the directors of the 
Canadian Salt Company authorised the construction of 
works for liquifying chlorine gas and arranged for the pro- 
vision of the necessary tank cars and cylinders for its trans- 
portation. The works will be extended. 

The new works of the Firestone Tyre and Rubber Com- 
pany of Canada, Limited, Hamilton, Ontario, the Canadian 
branch of a United States firm, is operating at full capacity 
in two shifts. Canadian mills are supplying the raw matertal 
with the exception of rubber, which is shipped from Simga- 
pore to Canada direct. The production is exclusively of 
tvres, cords, fabrics, solids, and lorry pneumatics. To take 
care of the output distributors have been appointed in 
fifteen of the largest cities in Canada. Through them and 
several thousand dealers the company’s products will be 
made available to Canadian motor car owners. 

The Imperial Steel.and Wire Company, Ltd., Collingwood, 
Ontario, have announced their intention of manufacturing 
wire for wire rope making. 


Paper Exports. 


Canadian exports cf pulp and paper during January were 
valued at 10,298,243 dols., being a little larger than for 
the previous month, and an inc rease of 1,466,763 dols. over 
January, 1922. Newsprint exports increased considerably 
over those of January, 1922, both in quality and value, 
while book paper exports showed a much greater imcrease. 
‘Figures for the first ten months of the fiscal year, whach 
ended on 3lst March, showed appreciable gains ever the 
corresponding period preceding. Paper exports fer the ten 
months were valued at 62,993,785 dols., as compared with 
56,473,800 dols., and weed pulp exports at 35,625,180 dels.., 
as against 30,262,955 dols. With a number of operating 
companies planning extensions there is every prospect that 
the export returns will be substantially augmented before 
many months. 


LABoUuR CONDITIONS. 


A Report of Labour Conditions in Canada prepared by the 
Dommion Bureau of Statistics shows that at the beginning 
of February there had been considerable revival from the 
contractions recorded at the commencement of January, 
when losses incidental to the holiday and midwinter inven- 
tory period, supplementing seasonal decline, had reduced 
activity to a marked degree. The recovery was somewhat 
more pronounced than that registered at the beginning of 
February last year. ‘The analysis of statements submitted 
by 6,253 employers of labour showed payrolls aggregating 
733,063 persons, as compared with 707,859 at the beginning 
of January. This increase of over 25,000 workers caused the 
index number to gain slightly over three points to 89:5, as 
compared with 86°3 on lst January, 1923, and with 78:9 on 
lst February, 1922.

PACKING FISH FOR EXPORT. 


Tho fishmg mdustry is one of the ‘oldest ‘activities of 
civilised South Africa, dating back to the early days of the 
Kast India Company’s rule, but, although: considerable pro- 


gress has been made on the canning side, ‘it ‘can hardly be 


said that much more has been done than ‘to ‘touch the 
fringe of possibilities na general sense, states the ‘‘ South 
African Journal of Industries ’’ for March. 

The development of the sea-fishing industry can ‘only ‘take 
place along with rmprovements in methods of marketing 
Local markets are susceptible of much further exploitation, 
whilst with the exception of crayfish and dried ‘fish, ‘the 
opportunities provided by external markets, both African 
and oversea, have been hardly more than glanced at. With 
such a perishable commodity as fresh fish there are, of 
course, great difficulties in the way of building up an export 
trade, and it will therefore be necessary ‘to examine every 
method of preservation which presents itself. 

Among several methods of preserving fish which are 
wortlry of attention there is the patented process known as 
the Dahl system, which is understood to ‘have been in suc- 
cessful use in Norway for some years past. “There are two 
particularly striking features about this method. Firstly, 
the fish are packed in crates as soon as they are caught, 
and ‘then frozen, the whole crate beconiing a single mass of 
ice in which the frozen fish are embedded ; ‘secondly, these 
crates, so treated, can, it is stated, be shipped or railed to 
distant markets without having recourse to cool chambers 
or refrigerator cars. This is, of course, a tremendous ad- 
vantage, and would, if found to work satisfactorily in 
South Africa, prove of great assistance, not only in meet- 
ing more fully the requirements of the inland markets ot 
the Union, ‘but also in building up an export trade.

MOTOR AND CYCLE TRADE. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Brussels, 
in his Report* on the Economic and Financial Conditions in 
Belgium, states that according to official statastics there 
were approximately 33,200 automobiles in use in the coun- 
try in 1921. During the nine months ended 30th Septem- 
ber last 7,625 cars were imported, of which 4,023 came from 
the United States, 1,052 from France, 774 from Germany, 
768 from Italy, and 40 only from the United Kingdom. As 
regards motor cycles, of which 21,800 were in use.in 1921, 
the tetal number imported was 2,268. The United King- 
dom had a considerable share of these imports with 726 
machines, whilst the United States, Germany, and France 
supplied 1,129, 195, and 168 machines respectively. 

The export trade has fallen off to a considerable extent, 
only 578 ears, with a value of 16°7 million francs, amd 495 
cycles were sold to foreign countries. The majority of the 
cars went to the United Kingdom (1838), whilst Switzer- 
letherlands, and Argentina took 40, 39, and 17

markets in the Netherlands (111), France (107), Japan 
(69), and the United Kingdom (65). 
Imports of pneumatic tyres and tyre covers from 


and France amounted to 420

customers for these goods were the United Kingdom (4 
million frs.), and France (2:8 million frs.). Other markets

The import trade of pedal cycles was considerable. Ger- 
many supplied 4,320 machines, the United Kingdom 2,012, 
France 2,320, Austria 1,016, and the Netherlands 622, out 
of a total of 11,542. 

The export trade, on the other hand, was practically 
negligible, only 1,034 machines being exported. These went 
principally to the Netherlands (347), the Comgo (295), and

FRANCE. 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-FEBRUARY. 


The returns of French foreign trade for the first two 
months of the present year show that the value of imports 
amounted to 4,487,308,000 francs, as against 3,292,935,000 
frs. in the corresponding period of 1922, an increase of 
nearly 1,200 million frs., and that of exports to 4,024,756,000 
frs., as against 3,142,955,000 frs., an increase of nearly 900 
million frs. The value of imports of raw materials shows 
an increase of over 800 million frs., and that of exports of 
manufactured articles an increase of over 285 million frs. 
There is a considerable increase in imports of foodstuffs, 
amounting to over 275 million frs. 

The value of exports during February, 2,325,858,000 frs., 
is the highest recorded for any of the last twelve months 
with the exception of December. The unfavourable balance 
of trade during February was only 14 million frs., as 
against 4484 million frs. in January. It will be recollected, 
however, that the values of imports and exports are deter- 
mined by two different methods of calculation. 

A comparison of weights shows that imports increased by 
509,000 tons, as compared with the first two months of 1922, 
and exports by 1,300,000 tons. There is a large increase in 
exports of raw materials amounting to over 1,100,000 tons. 

The returns show the effect of the suspension of deli- 
veries of German coal, as imports of coal, coke, etc., 
amounted during January and February of this year to 
4,379,000 tons, as against 4,806,200 tons during the same 
period of 1922, a decrease of 427,000 tons. During Febru- 
ary imports of coal, etc., were lower by 650,000 tons than 
in February, 1922. Prices, however, were considerably 
higher than last year, inasmuch as the value of the coal 
imported in the first two months of 1923 amounted to 441} 
million frs., whereas the value of that imported in the same 
period of 1922 amounted to only 390} million frs. 











GERMANY. 


THE PIANOFORTE INDUSTRY. 
(From the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy.) 


BERLIN. 

The pianoforte industry is still among those industries 
which have not yet fully recovered from the war, states 
the ‘‘ Berliner Tageblatt,’’ which adds that the reason for 
this lies solely in the scarcity of suitable workmen. The im- 
possibility of obtaining sufficient highly qualified workmen 
temporarily reduced the production by the best known 
German factories to one-third of the pre-war level. By a 
great effort the factories have now succeeded in attaining 
one-half—or at most two-thirds—of their former output. 

The shortage of skilled labour is due in the first place to 
the fact that various workmen and employees of the re- 
nowned old firms took advantage of the period when goods 
were in great demand to make themselves independent and 
by making offers of large pay they were able to attract 
others away from the old firms. Still more disastrous, 
however, has been the decline of conscientious and exact 
workmanship, while the whole labour question has been 
rendered more acute by the fact that there are practic- 
ally no apprentices in the pianoforte industry. 

The demand for the more expensive instruments, at any 
rate until the last improvement in the mark, was greater 
than could be met, despite exceedingly high prices. A 
grand piano of one of the best makes costs at present about 
13 million marks (pre-war price, 1,500 or 1,750 marks). The 
Association of German Pianoforte Manufacturers, how- 
ever, have addressed a circular to their members directing 
them to reduce prices for average grades by 7} per cent., 
and that for the best makes by 15 per cent., provided that 
the improvement in the mark continues. 

At least half the production is absorbed, as before, by 
foreign countries. Although the large and renowned firms 
have agents in every country and do not sell direct from 
the factory to the public, the showrooms are again filled 
with would-be purchasers of all nationalities. 

The German pianoforte industry has been strength- 
ened by the war in that certain parts of the instru- 
ment formerly imported from abroad are now obtainable 
entirely from German manufacturers. Thus, there has 
been founded in Berlin the mechanical industry which pro- 
duces the hammer works operated by the keys. This indus- 
try is exporting on a large scale, particularly to Sweden, 
where there appear to exist two new and large pianoforte 
factories of British capital.

CASABLANCA. 


According to figures published by the Oudjda Customs 
Authority imports in transit across the Algerian frontier 
into Morocco by way of Oudjda in 1922 amounted to 52,814 
tons, valued at 89,630,174 francs, and exports (of French 
origin only) from the French Zone of Morocco into Algeria 
via Oudjda totalled 15,298 tons, valued at 13,041,408 frs. 


ORIGIN OF IMPORTS. 


The chief countries from which the imports originated 
were as follows: —France, 44,540 tons, valued at 60,839,005 
frs.; the United Kingdom 855 tons, valued at 10,411,337 
frs.; Italy 25 tons, valued at 710,936 frs.; and Spain 280 
tons, valued at 310,424 frs. 


CLASSIFICATION OF IMPORTS. 


The total imports were classified as follows :—Animal pro-

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 





THE SUGAR TRADE IN 1922. 


According to the Annual Report for 1922 of the American 
Sugar Refining Company, the world’s estimated production 
of cane and beet sugar during the year 1922-23 will amount 
to 17,988,925 tons, as compared with 17,637,728 tons in the 
previous year. Of this amount 12,659,635 tons represents 
cane sugar and 5,329,290 tons beet sugar. The respective 
totals for the previous year were—cane sugar, 12,657,786 
tons, and beet sugar, 4,979,942 tons. 


For the current year the United States production of cane 
and beet sugar is estimated at 1,674,875 tons (cane, 1,049,875 
tons, and beet, 625,000 tons), as compared with 2,061,221 tons 
(cane, 1,150,031 tons, and beet, 911,190 tons) last year. 


Import TRADE. 


The imports of full duty sugars in the calendar year 1922 
totalled only 47,301 tons, against 198,638 tons and 885,868 
tons respectively in 1921 and 1920. The chief sources of 
supply in 1922 were: Mexico (19,623 tons), Nicaragua (8,501 
tons ), Guatemala (4,809 tons), Honduras (4,144 tons), Peru 
(2,804 tons), and Venezuela (2,481 tons). 


Export TRADE. 


The exports of refined sugar during the period under 
review amounted to 819,964 tons, as compared with 416,881 
tons and 412,494 tons respectively in 1921 and 1920. The 
principal recipient countries included the United Kingdom 
(268,275 tons), France (150,810 tons), Germany (47,528 tons), 
Norway (32,864 tons), Greece (32,354 tons), Turkey (27,212 
tons), the Netherlands (26,044 tons), Spain (25,361 tons), 
Belgium (23,190 tons), Italy (22,316 tons), Argentina (21,964 
tons), Uruguay (15,837 tons), British India (12,455 tons), 
and Egypt (12,218 tons). 


The exports in 1923 went to 83 foreign countries, and the 
amount (819,964 tons) was practically equal to the 885,868 
tons imported into the United States from nearly 50 foreign 
countries in 1920. It is considered that the export trade 
could be increased to a million tons per annum without cur- 
tailing domestic requirements. 


The total meltings for all United States refiners were 
1,247,616 tons larger in 1922 than in any previous year, not- 
withstanding that in the last four months of the year most 
refiners were melting at only 50 per cent. capacity, and some 
not at all. Of this increased melt 881,681 tons of raw sugar 
were refined for export.

The circular states that, including 300,000 sovereigns 
purchased by the Commonwealth Bank, the Association 
sold during January 96,051 oz. standard gold, at an esti- 
mated net average price of £4 Is. ld. per oz., which is 
equal to £4 8s. Gd. per oz. of fine gold. The average 
London price (gross) for the month was £4 9s, 3d. per oz. 
fine. 


The Directors’ report and statements of account for the 
half-year ended 30th December, 1922, together with notice 
of the annual meeting held on 22nd February, accom- 
pany this circular. An interim payment of £36,573 5s. was 
made on 20th December, and the amount of £66,076 8s. 
available for distribution was paid on 26th February. 
This sum comprises a final distribution of £43,806 17s. 8d. 
for the last half-year and the unexpended balance of 
£22,269 10s. 4d. retained for adjustments and contingen- 
cles at 30th June, 1922. 

It will be observed that the net premium obtained on 
428,720°7 oz. standard gold sold during the half-year ended 
30th December, 1922, was 4s. 10°36d. per oz. standard, or 


5s. 366d. per oz. fine, and the’ amount distributable is 
3s. 9d. per oz. standard or 4s. ld. per oz. fine. This is 
after deducting all realisation charges and administration 


expenses and setting aside £21,408 13s. 5d. for adjustments 
and contingencies. The latter is more than set olf by the 
distribution of £22,269 10s. 4d, retained for similar pur- 
poses in the preceding half-year. 

The Mint value of gold sold by the Association 
from February, 1919, to January, 1923, inclusive, is 
£14,511,363 lls., and the premium distributed thereon 
(including the payment made on 26th February) amounts 
to £3,509,340 12s. 6d. 





PALESTINE. 





MINERAL RESOURCES. 


The mineral resources of Palestine are as yet untouched, 
although, states the ‘‘ Commercial Bulletin’’ of the 
Palestine Department of Commerce and Industry, a 
certain amount of information about the geology of the 
country is available and awaits examination by the 
Geological Adviser. 

Bituminous limestone is known to exist in the Jordan 
valley, where there are also indications of oil and sulphur. 
The waters of the Dead Sea show appreciable traces of 
bromide, potassium, and magnesium salts. Salt (sodium 
chloride) in an unusually pure state exists at Jebel Usdum, 
to the south-west of the Dead Sea, and phosphate deposits 
are believed to exist near Bethlehem and at es-Salt in 
Trans-Jordania. Indications of copper and other ores have 
been found in the mountains east of the Wadi Araba, and 
traces of iron ore have been found in southern Ajlun. 


Coal and petroleum have also been located in Ajlun. 


MINING LEGISLATION AND PROSPECTING WoRK. 


Of the commercial value of the country’s deposits nothing 
is known, nor will information be available until permission 
is given to carry out exploration and prospecting. This is 
dependant on the passing of the necessary mining legis- 
lation, which is now in course of preparation. 

Prior to the war certain general exploration licences were 
granted to various individuals and firms by the Imperial 
Ottoman Government. Work on these concessions had 
hardly started when the war broke out and all mining 
operations were then brought to a standstill. Permission, 
however, has recently been given to the two most important 
concessionaires to continue their exploration of the areas 
over which they claim to have obtained rights prior to the 
war, without prejudice to the validity or otherwise of those 
rights. 
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Chemicals and Oils. 





BELGIUM. 





CHEMICAL INDUSTRY AND TRADE. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Brussels, 
in his Report* on the Economic and Financial Conditions 
in Belgium, states that the general sitwation in the 
chemical industry is good and husiness is developing satis- 
factorily, both in the ‘home and export markets, parti- 
cularly in the latter. Supplies of raw material are being 
received regularly, but as prices have risen owing to the 
exchange crisis, efforts are being made to replace stocks 
imported from countries with appreciated exchanges. There 
is, however, a difficulty in obtaining a sufficient supply ot 
labour. 

MINERAL ACIDS. 


There is a good demand for all kinds of mineral acids, 
especially for sulphuric, hydrochloric, and nitric acids. 
Stocks are, however, smal], and the renewed activity in 
the glass industry has caused a shortage of sulphate of soda. 


OILs AND Soap, 


Abundant orders have been received in the chemical oils 
industry and some factories are working double shifts. 

The prices of oils, glycerine, caxstic potash, and carbonate 
of potash are firm, and as a consequence sales have become 
restricted. Soap factories generally are experiencing difh- 
cult times, whilst some of those making toilet soaps and 
hard household soaps are reducing the number of their 
hands. 


CHEMICAL MANURES. 


There is a good demand for chemical manures, and the 
general position is good. There are important orders on 
hand, but the shortage of labour has somewhat retarded 
deliveries. 

CHEMICAL PRopvucTs. 

The principal articles of export were sulphuric acid and 
nitrate of soda. The value of the trade in sulphuric acid 
was 32 million frs., and in nitrate of soda 55:7 million frs. 
The sulphuric acid went principally to Germany (186 mil- 
lion frs.), and the Netherlands (11-1 million frs.), whilst the 
nitrate of soda went to the United States (9-5 million frs.), 
Keypt (95 million frs.), Germany (87 million frs.), the 
Netherlands (83 million frs.), Spain (7°2 million frs.), 
Switzerland (5:2 million frs.), and Russia (1:9 miflion frs.). 

The export trade in candles amounted in value to 3 mil- 
lion frs., the Argentine (1°5 million frs.), and Morocco (0:5 
million frs.), being the largest buyers. Small quantities 


also went to the Canary Islands, Kgypt, British West 
Africa, Turkey, and Tunis.

TRANSIT GOODS TO BE EXEMPTED FROM 
EXPORT DUTY. 

With reference to paragraph (18) of the notice in last 
week’s issue of this ‘‘ Journal ’’ (‘‘ Trade Control and Tariffs 
in German Occupied Territory’’), respecting goods consigned 
from unoccupied Germany in transit through the Occupied 
Territory to a country other than Germany, the British 
High Commissioner at Coblenz reports that it has been de- 
cided to exempt such ‘ transit’? goods from payment of 
export duty in the Occupied Territory. This decision is 
tu take effect as from 10th April. The Franco-Belgian 
Customs authorities in Occupied Territory will require, as a 
condition of this facility, to be furnished with proof that 
export duty has already been paid on the goods in unoccu- 
pied Germany.

MODIFICATION OF IMPORT DUTIES ON 
BALL BEARINGS, ETC. 

The Italian ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’’ for 22nd March con- 
tains a Royal Decree, dated 11th March, which modifies the 
duties on ball bearings and balls therefor imported into 
Italy. The effect of the Decree is to reduce the duties on 
these goods, except for those falling under Tariff Nos. 465 
bis (a) and 465 ter (¢e), which are maintained at the same 
level. The former duties were given at page 542 of the 
‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ for 9th November last, and 
the new duties are as follow:

NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF. 

A Portuguese Law of 25th August last, a translation of 
which was published in the issue of this ‘‘ Journal ’’ for 
14th September (pages 304-5), authorised the Government 
to frame and put into force immediately new Import and 
Export Tariffs on the bases laid down in the Law. 

Utilising the powers conferred by this Law the Govern- 
ment has issued a Decree (No. 8741), dated 27th March, 
and published in the ‘‘ Diario do Governo’”’ of the same 
date, which provides for the enforcement as from 20th 
April next of new Import and Export Tariffs annexed to the 
Decree. A revised text of the ‘‘ Preliminary Provisions to 
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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued. 





the Tariff ’’ is also annexed to the Decree, and is also to 
come into force on 20th April. 

Article 8 of the Decree provides that goods which are to 
be imported in virtue of existing contracts for direct supply 
to the State and Administrative Corporations, and in which 
the price was fixed on the basis of the duties in force at the 
time of signing the contract, will continue to be admitted 
at existing rates of duty until the completion of the 
contract. 

The new Import Tariff provides for 
‘ Maximum ” rates of duty, the latter being in most cases 
double the former. The Minimum ”’ Tariff is to be 
applied, in whole or in part, to goods originating in coun- 
tries to which this privilege is assured by commercial 
treaties, and may also be applied to goods from countries 
which accord ‘‘ Minimum ’’ Tariff treatment to Portuguese 
(Article 29 of Preliminary Provisions.)

Import duties are to be paid in gold, 44 escudos being 
considered as equivalent to the pound sterling. (Article 23 
of Preliminary Dispositions. ) 

The existing surtaxes on export and import duties are 
abolished (Article 2 of the Decree), except in the case of 
goods covered by the Schedule of ‘‘ conventional ”’ rates. 
On these goods, the ‘‘ conventional ”’ duties of the present 
Tariff are payable in escudos without any increase on 
account of exchange, but the surtaxes are to be paid in 
gold. (Article 3 of the Decree.) 

During a period of six months, from 27th March, any 
complaints regarding the Tariffs may be presented to the 
Council of the Customs ‘Technical Service. The Council, 
after consultation and enquiry, is within a further two 
months to report to the Government, which is authorised to 
make any amendments in the Tariffs which they may con- 
sider necessary. (Article 4 of the Decree.) 

It is hoped to publish in next week’s issue of this 
*‘ Journal" a complete translation of the new Tariffs 
(Import Tariff, Schedule of ‘‘ Conventional ’’ duties, and 
Export Tariff). In the meantime information as to the 
new rates of duty on any particular goods may be obtained 
on application to the Tariff Section of the Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 





SPAIN. 


FURTHER GOODS SUBJECF TO 
REQUIREMENT OF CERTIFICATES OF 
ORIGIN. 

The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for 23rd March contains a 
Royal Order, dated 20th March, which adds considerably 
to the list of goods in respect of which it is necessary to 
supply certificates of origin in order to secure the applica- 
tion of the reduced or Second Column rates of the Spanish 
Tariff. Failure to supply a duly authenticated Certificate 
of Origin will render the goods liable to duty at the First 
Column rates of the Tariff. 

Spanish Consuls will not attach their visa to these certifi- 
cates unless the manufacturers, merchants or exporters pre- 
senting them also supply a manufacturer’ S iINvoice proving 
that the merchandise concerned is the product of the ex- 
porting country. 

The Order is to come into force for articles cleared for 
consumption from Ist May next.

(2) Transcaucasia, Persia, Gwadar, the Arabian Penin- 
sula, and such Continental parts of Asia as were included 
in the Turkish Empire on 4th August, 1914. 

(3) A maritime zone including the Red Sea, the Gulf of 
Aden, the Persian Gulf, and the Sea of Oman, and

REVISED REGULATIONS REGARDING THE 
IMPORT INTO AND EXPORT FROM GREAT 
BRITAIN OF FIREARMS AND 
AMMUNITION BY HIS MAJESTY’S FORCES. 
The Board of Trade announce that as from Ist April, 
1923, the following regulations regarding the import into 
and export from Great Britain of firearms and ammunition 

by members of H.M. Forces will come into force :— 

1. A member of H.M. Forces travelling in uniform 
may be allowed to import from or export to any 
country, other than the Irish Free State, a rifle or a re- 
volver and appropriate ammunition possessed or carried by 
him in his capacity as such, without requiring any form of 
permit or licence. 

2. A member of H.M. Forces travelling in plain clothes 
may be allowed to import from or export to any country, 
other than the Irish Free State, a rifle or a revolver and 
appropriate ammunition possessed or carried by him in his 
capacity as such, without requiring a licence from the 
Board of Trade, provided that he can produce documentary 
evidence of identity issued by the Service to which he 
belongs. 


3. A member of H.M. Forces whether travelling in 
uniform or not is not allowed to import or export any fire- 
arms or ammunition not possessed or carried by him in his 
capacity as such save under a licence issued by the Board 
of Trade. A firearms certificate is required for the posses- 
sion of firearms or ammunition (other than smooth-bore

shot-guns and ammunition therefor)-in this country and no 
export licence will be granted without the production of 
such a firearm certificate. An import licence may be 
granted by the Board of Trade without the production of a 
firearm certificate upon the production of a certificate from 
the applicant’s commanding officer or from the department 
under which the applicant is serving, certifying : — 


(a) That the applicant for the import licence is a member 
of H.M. Forces; 

(b) that the arms in respect of which he applies are his 
own property ; 

(c) that the commanding officer or department is not 
aware of any reason why the applicant should not 
be allowed to import firearms and ammunition into 
Great Britain. 

A covering letter will be sent with any import licence 
granted in these circumstances, warning the importer that 
unless a firearm certificate is obtained from the police with- 
out loss of time the possessor in this country of non-Service 
firearms or ammunition that are subject to the provisions 
of the Firearms Act, 1920, will be hable to prosecution. 

4. As regards members of H.M. Forces travelling either 
in uniform or not, in transit through Great Britain, the 
same conditions will apply (save as regards firearms or am- 
munition possessed or carried by them in their capacity as 
such) as in the case of ordinary passengers in transit, except 
that the commanding officer of a unit in transit may be 
allowed, without a Board of Trade licence, to take custody 
of, and responsibility for, all non-Service firearms and am- 
munition belonging to officers and other ranks. 

It is, of course, to be understood that all relaxations of 
the ordinary requirements in favour of members of H.M. 
Forces apply only to firearms for their personal use. 

No import licence is necessary for smooth-bore shot-guns 
or munitions therefor.

WORLD’S MAIZE HARVEST IN 1922: 
COMPARISON OF RESULTS WITH PRE-WAR 
FPIGURES. 


The International Lustitute of Agriculture (Rome) re- 
ports that in Europe, not taking into consideration present 
Russian territory—where this crop is, however, of limited 
importance—the diminution in the yield for 1922 has been, 
in proportion, greater for maize than for eny other cereal! 
crop. In fact, the European yield in 1922 was estimated 
at equal to but 62 per cent. of the average for the period 
1909-1913. Even when compared with 1921, the yield in 
1922 shows a decrease. 


Also in the United States, which furnish 75 per cent. of 
the world’s total production of maize, the yield in 1922 was 
below (by about 6 per cent.) that of 1921, although showing 
an increase of 7 per cent. over the pre-war average. The 
results indicated above may be seen from the following 
figures showing the aggregate productions of Europe and 
North America :—

lor a group of countries, therefore, which supply about 
90 per cent. of the world’s total maize production, the yield 
in 1922 was 7 per cent. below that of 1921, and 1 per cent. 
below the average for the pre-war period 1909-1913. 


Argentina, one of the world’s large maize-producing 
countries, does not figure in the above table, as the harvest 
in this country has only just begun. The yield appears 
likely to be considerably below that of last year in spite of 
the increase in the area cultivated.
